INSTRUCTIONS FOR BEDDING FULWOOD’S 
NEW IMPROVED SWEET POTATOES 


One bushel of potatoes should pull one thousand plants 
each pulling for about three consecutive pullings. Choose 
a well-drained piece of soil on the south side of a building 
where the sun can hit it all day. Mix approximately three 
pounds of commercial fertilizer to each square yard of 
dirt. Place the potatoes far enough apart that they do 
not touch and cover them with some three to four inches 
of soil. Keep them moist but not too wet as excessive 
water makes them cold. You should get your first pulling 
in approximately six weeks, depending on the weather. 


If you desire to make a hot bed for extra early plants 
write the Georgia Agricultural Extension Service, Univer- 
sity of Georgia, at Athens, Georgia, for bulletin No. 533.
